One accustomed only to the quiet stillness 
and at least apparent devotion which character- 
izes a New England Sabbath, cannot but be 
strangely and painfully impressed by the man- 
ner in which this holy day is observed, in this 
as in all other cities where the Roman Catholic 
religion prevails.

In 
his pamphlet entitled ‘‘What does Dr. Bushnell 
mean?” he says ‘‘No Trinitarian ever said or 
believed that the three persons of the Godhead 
are one person, or that God is, in the ne 
sense of the term, three, and yet one. When 
charged with this by Unitarians, they have uni- 
formly denied it as a gross misrepresentation. 
They empoy the term person asa term of appror- 
imation, because the Bible uses the three per- 
sonal prououns in speaking of the Father, the 
Son, and the Holy Spirit. They affirm that 
these three persons constitute One Bein; and 
that no one can prove thisto be absurd or im- 
possible, without possessing that infinite knowl- 
edge which can alone penetrate the depths of 
the Divine existence.” According to Dr 
Goodrich, therefore, the Trinitarians of New 
England, do not use the word person, when 
speaking of the Trinity to mean ‘‘precisely 
what the same word means in the common use 
of the English language.”” They employ it io 
‘‘a limited sense’’--as ‘a term of approruna- 
tion"*

With caution and diffidence, we venture to give ut- 
terance to our Opinion upon the question of the moral 
and religious standard of California. We are con 
strained, however, in the view of facts ns they have 
come under our olvervation, to declare our belief 
that the character of the professors of relig ere, 
exhibits melancholy marks of deterioration. With 
whatever good intentions and resolutions all may have 
left their distant homes, both on their way hiiber, and 
now here, many alas, have turned aside from the 
strietne-s of the Gospel of Christ. Probably not 
more than one half, to speak with qualification, of 
the professors of religion now in the country, volun- 
tarily make themselves known as euch ; and of that 
morety, very many manifest no special interest im the 
religious institutions and prosperity of the country ;

So much is this the case, that many 
seem to think it is the special vocation of these 
churches tocorrect the errors of other bodies, 
and infuse into them a purer evangelical ele- 
ment.
